Dr J C Eaves, head of the Mathematics 
Department, announced yesterday that 45 
student* have passed the algebra and 
trigonometry examinations to by-pass tak- 
ing these Mibjets in college. 

The 45 students who received a grade 
of A or B on the by-pass test were among 
117 students who took the test during the 
freshman orientation week schedule. 

Four freshman students passed the alge- 
bra test with a grade of A. Eaves re- 
ported. They are William McCray. Frank- 
fort: Linda Alvey. Summit; Mary Franres 
Rirhardsnn, Barbourville. and Thomas 
Magby Jr. 

Carolyn Wooldridge. a Junior at La- 
fayette High School, by-passed both the 
algebra and trigonometry exams and is 
now studying analytics and calculus at 
UK, along with her Lafayette studies

Dr. Eave* reported that Thomas Bagbv 
Jr now in the Army, received one of the 
highest grades ever made on the exam. 

The students, to be eligible to take the 
by-pass exam, must be in the upper teft" 
percentile on the UK entrance exams, the 
College Qualification Battery testa. 

Dr. Eaves stressed that the students who 
pass the M and are now eligible to 
by-pass college algebra or trig are not 
necessarily mat hematic geniuses They 
have ample background in these courses, 
he said, and have learned to take advant- 
age of the courses offered at their high 
school 

The by-pass tests have been offered for 
many years. Dr. Eaves said, but the pro- 
gram has been reorganized Within the last 
four years, student* are encouraged to 
take the tests, but rtiey are made to realite 
it is a rouch test, he said. 

Last year 39 studetits out of 58 who took 



the test passed Oenerally 30 to 40 per 
cent pass the two-hour teat. 

Dr Eaves does not think the number of 
students who pass the tests proves that 
Kentucky has an adequate educational 
program In math, although he believes the 
schools are becoming more aware of the 
problem and the math teaching program 
has improved within the lust four or five 
years. 

"A few of our students are actually tak- 
ing advantage of sonic of the itood pro- 
grams which we do have." he said But he 
stressed that students beginning college 
math are still far below the average. This 
year 400 students are enrolled in college 
aglebra. while more than 1.000 students 
are enrolled in lower division math courses, 
which they should have learned in high 
school.

Our Indonesian Project 



A new leather was added to the 
University's tap yesterday by the an- 
nouncement ol a new $2,354,000 con- 
tract with the International Co-Op> 
♦ration Administration for scientific 
and engineering aid to the University 
of Indonesia. 

This new contract is actually a re- 
written extension ol a contract or- 
iginally awarded UK in July, I95b. 
At that time the University agreed to 
•end a contract team to Indonesia 
to assist in developing "an effective 
program ol research, public service, 
extension instruction and graduate 
study. I he additional funds in the 
new (ontract-^some $1,1 19,300— were 
found necessary by a UK inspection 
learn which visited Indonesia earlier 
this year. 

The UK team, from all reports, 
Jus done a commendable job of as- 
sisting the Indonesian university in 
building up its programs. The fact 
that our technical experts provided 
high caliber assistance was pointed 
up by a request Irom the Indonesian 
officials that additions be made to the 
UK team. Originally there were 1 1 
faculty members representing the 
University there; under the new con- 
tract, there will be 20 in all, 17 of 
whom are already in Indonesia. 

The University's assistance in this 
yregram has been primarily in the 



classroom, where instructors have 
battled the compound hindrances of 
language difficulties, lack of proper 
laboratory equipment lor specialized 
work and a severe shortage of text- 
books. They have managed to sur- 
mount these obstacles, however, and 
additions to the ph\si<,il plant ol the 
University ol Indonesia are an in- 
tegral part ol future expansion plans, 
Last year UK students sent some 
2.500 textbooks to Indonesia, and the 
Asia Foundation granted $10,000 to 
buy relerence books and periodicals. 

Another aspect of the ICA-Uni- 
versity ellort is that Indonesian stu- 
dents are now studying in the United 
Stales— six of them at UK— and will 
return to their native country upon 
graduation. This will provide the 
University of Indonesia with better 
qualified personnel who will be able 
to teach there permanently. 

For the University faculty partici- 
pating in the Indonesian assistance 
contract, there have been many dil- 
liculties. It is not easy to leave one's 
home and friends and go half-way 
around the world to spend two or 
three years, no matter how romantic 
the prospects of travel may seem. 
The members ol the UK team are to 
be commended, not only lor the line 
job they are doing in Indonesia, but 
[off the spirit of co-operation in which 
they undertook the project.

University's algebra and trigonometry 
courses after passing a special profi- 
ciency examination. Among the group 
was one non-University student, a 
Xafayette High School junior, who is 
taking analytics and calculus along 
with her regular Lafayette studies. 

This group does not indicate de- 
cisively, of course, that there has been 
*«y sudden upsurge in the quality of 
mathematics instruction in Kentucky 
Vigh schools. Dr. Eaves himself said 
he does not think the states high 
school mathematics' courses are ade- 
quate, although he notes improve- 
ments in recent years. 

While the 45 freshmen represent 
the laigcrst number vet to by-pass be- 
ginnmu mathematics, the department 
still has 1,000 students enrolled in 
kuwer division courses which Dr. 
Kaves feels tiny should have had in 
high school. In fact, the department 
ylans to drop the basic mathematics 
course from its curriculum because 
most of it is a repetition of high school 



Kentucky's high schools are ham- 
pered by a lack of funds and trained 
personnel to teach higher mathe- 
matics courses. As a result, college 
students often are poorly prepared 
for the mathematics they must take 
in order to graduate. 

Probably this year's figures are in- 
dicative of one thing, primarily— an 
awareness that high schools must im- 
prove their mathematics courses if 
our colleges' advanced programs are 
to be fully successful. 

This awareness, we feel, is signifi- 
cant in itself, because improvement 
can come only after there is an aware- 
ness that improvement is necessary.
